Men, who have 
not any one Vertue ( a Thing com- 
mon with other Rogues) to attone 
for the Multitude of their Vices, unleſs 
you'll reckon the worſt Quality in Ca- 
tiline, Aliens cupidus, ſui profuſus, for 
{uch, in one of them. 

Theſe, certainly, muſt be the Vileſt 
of all Traytors, that ever any Nation 
was viſited with. Ambition, and the 
Deſire of Rule, have made ſome Men 
9 againſt thoſe in Authority, 
to diſpoſſeis them of thoſe Honours 
and Places, their Merits had juſtly ac- 

uir'd them; and when poſleſs'd of 
them, have afterwards govern'd the 
Common-wealth, with the ſame Ju- 
ſtice and Integrity thei# Wiſe Prede- 
ceſſors did: Others, again (not liking 
that Sort or Form of Government, un- 
der which it has been their Misfortune 
to be born; or preſerring that of ſome

Hazard and Expence, brought about 
what they ſo much admir'd, and de- 
fir d; and when they have brought.

blifhing the New Iſſue of their Brain, 
and Recommeniding it the better to 
Poſterity: But to ſupplant the Beſt Mi- 
niſtry, and bring in the worſt, to ſub- 
vert the Envy of the World in its Li- 
mited Monarchy, and ſettle an Un- 
bounded Tyranny ia the Room of it; 
to pull down a Church as agreeable 
to the Word of God, as *tis poſſible 
for humane - Wiſdom { aſſiſted by Di- 
vine Revelation) to eſtabliſh ; and to 
endeavour to introduce a New, fo con- 
trary in ev'ry Article, that it has no 
Way to ſubſiſt, but by ſuppreſſing of 
that, to which it ſhould be its greateſt 
Glory ( on all Occaſions) to appeal, 
has ſo much bf the Traytor, and ſo 
little of the Stateſman, that one can't 
be a Cloak for the other, as formerly. 
That this is the Cafe of our Bleſſed 
Peace-makers (for they are the Men 
who have betray'd us, and let them 
BBA pro- 
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33 their Vouchers, or {wing for't; 


ſhall demonſtrate as plain, as that 
we are mad, or diſtracted, if we don't 
make 'em ſuch Examples to Poſterity, 
that no Men (how deſperate loever 
their Fortunes) ſhall attempt the like 
Crimes for the future. 

The French King, who (for theſe 
{ix or ſeven and twenty Years laſt paſt, 
with ſome ſmall Intervals between ) has 
heen engag'd in one of the molt Bloody 
and Expenſive Wars, that perhaps any 
Prince ever was; after five cruel Battles, 
and fifty Towns taken, being oblig'd 
to ſue tor a Peace, and not only not 
able to obtain gne, but to make an Apo- 
logy to his Yaſlals (a Thing never 
done by any King of France betore him) 
and beg of them to bear with their Mi- 
ſeries a Year or two longer, in hopes 
ſome Accident or other may turn up 
in that Time, more favourable to them, 
than any had hitherto; I ſay, this baffl'd, 
beaten, deſpairing, abje& Tyrant, after 
a War of above Twenty Ycars, and a 
Peace not full Two, from a Bankrupr, 
a poor, miſerable, Gagetied Bankrupr, 
is become Banker General of Europe, 
and has his Agents 1a all the Courts in 
B Chri- 
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Chriſtendome, to let them know, that 
if their Maſters want Money on good 
Land-Secufity, they can help them to 
On2 who will ſupply them. 

Now that this is no Chimera, no 
wild Notion of the Brain, to involve 
us again in new Troubles (as I muſt 
confeſs at firſt Sight it appears to be) 
we need only reter ourlelves to the 
Common News-Papers, where we ſhall 
find, that within theſe few Months, he 
has offer'd the King of Praſſia, to pay 
him the Money that's due from Swe- 
den on Stetin, if he will deliver up that 
important Fortreſs to him ; to Sweden 
three Millions for the famous Dutch 
of Deaxponts ; and Laſtly, to the Lords 
the States General, the incredible Sums 
the. Emperor muſt needs bwe them on 
all the Towns they have of his in the 
Netherlands, whenever they ſhall be 
ſo mad as to part with them to him. 

From whence, then, muſt this im- 
menſe Treaſure proceed? Not from 
the exhauſted Gabels of France; they 


can hardly pay their own Officers ; | 
Not from the Sweat of the Brows ot 


his Peaſants ( thoſe truly curs'd from 
the Creation) his Wars have devour'd 


the | 
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„ 
che Staffs of their Old Age, and left 
their Fathers to go a Begging; Nor 
from the Bank of Meſheur Bernard and 
Partners; them he has compell'd ( af- 
ter Ruining thouſands of others) to 
go into Exile themſelves, and there 
curſe the Ambition of their Grand Mo- 
narch, who, under the Pretence of 
Aggrandizing his Kingdom, has laid 
not only his own, but thoſe of his 
Neighbours deſolate ; nor do any of 
our Letters ſince inform us of their Re- 
turn from Geneva, or wherever elſe 
they abſconded: From the Weft In- 
dies, certainly, from that inexhauſtible 
Mine of Silver and Gold, the Weſt Indies, 
where a Slave may dig more Wealth 
in a Day, than a Prince can ſpend in a 
Twelve-Month ; From the Weft Indies, 
which, when divided amongſt all the 
Potentates of the Earth, was too much 
for them, engroſs'd by one ( for in Ef- 
fe they are no more) muſt needs en- 
ſlave the Remainder ; From the Weft 
Indies, which, without Spain, would 
have been of the laſt Conſequence to 
us, but with it our inevitable Ruin. 

Now the Bully of Eurqpe (finding 


Iron of no more Uſe to him, than the

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reſt of his Neighbours ) may turn his 
Swords into Plough-ſhears, and his Spears 
into Pruning-hooks, fend his Soldiers to 
till the Land, and his Sailors to plough 
the Main again; the People of Eng- 
land (a People once worthily famous 
for their Zeal, not only for their own, 
but the Liberties of all Europe in gene- 
ral, leſt one growing too great ſhould 
devour the reſt) have put a Tyrant 
in Poſſeſſion of the Riches of the Earth, 
and enabPd him to bring home more 
Provinces in a Summer, than his (6 
much boaſted Armies could conquer 
in Ten; taken a Weapon out of the 
Hands of a Madman / which at beſt 
he was but aukward at) and put in 
one that is natural to him; a Weapon 
of much more Importance, and with 
which he has taken more Towns in his 
Youth, than ever he did' by the for- 
mer in his Manhood ; then what will 
he do in his Old Age, when forſaken 


by the reſt of his Vices, he has no- 


thing but his Covetouſneſs to intend, 
that inſeparable Companion of Old 
Age. | 
Now ſhall we hear daily of ſome 
Extravagant Princes, or Others, —_ 
| la v- 
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having outrun their Fortunes, and are 
loath to lay down their Equipages, or 
retrench their Expences, ſend to the 
Grand Broker of Europe for Money on 
ſuch or ſuch a Principality, or Dutchy, 
till the Intereſt (according to his Ac- 
count) amounting to the Purchaſe, he 
enters on the Premiſes ; and then let 
them (if they can) eject him. 
Before, his Rapines made ſuch a 
Noiſe wherever he went, all the World 
was alarm'd with their Progreſs, and 
ſtood on their Guard againtt them; 
Now we ſhall have him Univerſal Mo- 
narch, betore his next Neighbours are 
aware of him, and a General Ceſſion 
of the whole- Earth made to him, or 
his Order, c'er it is in our Power to 
prevent it; it being the Nature of 
all protuſe Perſons whatever, to con- 
ceal their Obligations as long as they 
can poſſibly, to keep up their Credit 
with the World, leſt when they come 
ro be divulg'd, they proclaim their 


Wants, and then we all know what 


follows. In ſhort, Before he ſtorm'd, 
Now he undermines, and let the World 
judge which is moſt dangerous; and 
all this, not aſter being reduc'd by the 

Tower 
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Power of the former, but ſeduc'd by 


the Influence of the latter; Not when 


baffl'd and beaten, 'till they were be- 
come the Jeſt of the World (as 'twas 
his Caſe ) but when Victorious and 
Triumphant to the Envy ; Not when 
free, and at Liberty to give their Aſ- 
ſent or Diſſent, to whatever ſhould be 
deſir'd of them, but when under the 
moſt ſolemn Obligations, and Proteſta- 
tions from the Throne, Newer to lay 
down Arms, never to hearken to the leaſt 
Overtures of Peace; nay, To look on all 
ſuch as Enemies to their Queen and Coun- 
try, who ſhould go about to adviſe the 
Contrary ; till Spain and the Weſt In- 
dies were reſtor*d to the Hoſe of Auſtria, 
to Whom of Right they belong, and the 
Exorbitant Power of France ( the very 
Words in the Declaration for War) 
reducd to its Ancient Bounas, to keep 
that reſtleſs Tyrant from Oppreſſing 
his Neighbours on ev'ry Side, when- 
ever the Maggot ſhall take him- 

If this be not Treaſon with a Ven- 
geance? If this deſerves not the In- 
ſpection of the Senate? the Proſecu- 
tion of the People, and the Arm of 
Juſtice? we deſire to know what does.

But to retura to the miſerable Con- 
dition, to which thoſe Enemies to their 
Country have reduc'd us; beſides the 
vaſt Wealth above-mention'd, we find

g Conqueror, and ſo of Courſe been for 


yo ever annex'd to England ; wheteas now 
8, he ſtands faiter for Univerſal Monars 
a- chy, than when Charles the Second was 
- " 
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deluded by his Whores, or James the 
Second by his Religion. 


It we look back into Hiftory ( which 
all wiſe Men will allow to be the beſt 
Guide ro conduct us thorow. the La- 
byrinth of Life) we ſhall find that no- 
thing has been more fatal to'the great- 
elt Generals of the ſeveral Ages they 
lived in, and the Srates they ſerved un- 
der, than an overweening Opinion of 
themſelves, When the leaſt Succeſs at- 
tended them, and a Contempt of their 
Enemies when beaten, ſuffering them 
to get to a Head again after a ſignal 
Defeat, when (if briskly perſu'd) they 
had never more been troubPd with 
them, as if it lay in their Power, and 
not Heaven's, whenever they thought 
fit to ſuppreſs them: Of this Hanibit 
among the Ancients, and Montroſs 
among the Moderns, have been the 
molt Tragical Inſtances, who not fol- 
lowing their Fortunes at Cannæ and 
K4y!lſyche, at Zuma and Cachneſs, repented 
too late, the Folly that each had been 
guilty of; and I with our bleſſed Peace- 
makers, with all their Care to deliver 
us from a Conſuming Land-Mar, mayn't
